Characteristics of 1941 air-ground communications were (ground 
equipment) :

This is for voice communications. The A-N navigation beacons 
transmitted two signals with a motor-driven modulator for the A-N 
quadrants in the 190-550Khz band, and some were provided with a 
receiver at 3105 Khz and provision for voice modulation on the A-N 
beam. 


VHF operations were very experimental pre-WwWII---the current bands are 
108-118Mhz for navigation signals, and 118-135 Mhz. for communication, 
but those did not start to appear in civilian uses until after WWII. 
So I'd guess that if you go down to look at it, you'll find a long 
wave transmitter and (maybe) an HF receiver. If it was located on the 
airport, I'd expect to find a homing single signal in the LW band and 
an HF receiver.
